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The disclosure is objected to because of tlie following informalities: In the last 
line of claim 15 a period should be inserted after the first occurrence of "magnet" and 
the rest of the line deleted.

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 24 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
in that it fails to point out what is included or excluded by the claim language. This claim 
is an omnibus type claim. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication In this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 14-23, 25 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Stoll (U.S. Patent 4,457,423). 

Stoll shows a material carrier 10 with external means 3 for moving the carrier and the 
carrier and means 3 are not mechanically connected. 

Re claim 15, the carrier 10 has magnetic properties 9 and movement is provided by 
means 3 which is a magnet. 

Re claim 16, the carrier is mounted about housing 1. 

Re claim 17, shown is a guide 1 1 . 

Re claim 18, housing 1 guides the travel of the carrier. 
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Re claim 19, shown is a tube 1 . 

Re claim 20, shown is a control 1e that senses when the carrier reaches it's end 
position. 

Re claims 21-23, liquid and gas are both disclosed as being used in tube 1 both of 
which will provide a cleaning function. 

Re claims 25 and 26, material is moved between two stations as shown in Figure 2. 
Claims 14-19, 25 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Wadell (U.S. Patent 5,147,029). 

Wadell shows a canrier 23 for moving material from one station to another having 
moving means 20 and 21 external of the carrier and not connected mechanically to the 
carrier. 

Re claim 15, the carrier has magnetic material 24 and the means 20 and 21 are 
magnets. 

Re claim 16, shown is a housing 10. 
Re claim 17, the tube serves as a guide. 
Re claim 18, the housing serves as a guide. 

Re claim 19, the moving means is mounted on the exterior of the housing 10. 
Re claims 25 and 26, material is moved from a load station to an unload station. 
The. prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
